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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In their remarks, applicant argues that Sams" 
'833 fails to disclose or suggest "the drive device forms an indicator of the dosage scale, in order to indicate the initial position of the 
drive device in the transparent area of the casing, relative to said dosage marks. Examiner maintains the position that Sams '833 in fact, 
discloses the claimed device. It is maintained that element 30 of Sams '833 is the drive device. According to Figure 15 of Sams '833, it 
would appear that when the drive device is rotated to set the dose, there is some rearward axial movement of the drive device. See col. 
8, line 56 through col. 9, line 5. This rearward axial movement INDICATES to the user the position of the drive device. The distance of 
the rearward axial movement is also related to the dosage scale and dependent on the pitch of the screw thread 31. Applicant's 
arguments do no more than make the mere assertion that the claimed language is not disclosed or suggested in Sams '833. Examiner 
has not found this to be persuasive. The rejections of record are hereby maintained. 
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
